| Relieve V ucharist Js... part 2 

The Eucharist is a prayer offered to God in thanksgiving for his gifts to us. 

In Luke 24:26-35, on the road to Emmaus, Jesus gives a homily on the Scriptures and then follows it 
with the celebration of the Eucharist. This was the first Holy Mass, and the Church has followed this 
same order of the Liturgy of the Word and Eucharist for 2,000 years. 

In Luke 24:30-31, 35, Jesus becomes known only in the breaking of bread. Luke emphasizes that we 
receive the fullness of Jesus only by celebrating the Eucharistic Feast of his Body and Blood, which is 
only offered in its fullness by the Catholic Church. 

According to Hebrews 12:22-23, the Eucharistic liturgy brings about full union with the angels in festal 
gathering, the just spirits, and God himself. And this only takes place in the ecclesia—the Church. 

The Eucharist is Jesus truly present under the appearances of bread and wine. 

Throughout the New Testament, in Matthew 26:26-28; Mark 14:22-24; Luke 22:19-20; and 1 
Corinthians 11:24-25, Jesus says, over and over, "This is my body and blood." Jesus does not say, "This 
is a symbol of my body and blood." In Matthew 26:26; Mark 14:22; and Luke 22:19-20, the Greek 
phrase Touto estin to soma mou means, "This is actually my body and blood." In 1 Corinthians 11:24, 
Paul uses the same translation: Touto mou estin to soma, which means, "This is really my body and 
blood." Nowhere in Scripture does God ever declare something without making it so. 

The Eucharist is what Jesus told his followers to do in order to remember him. The Eucharist is the 
most important way that Catholics identify themselves as members of the Church. 

Luke 1:37 reminds us that with God, nothing is impossible. If we can believe in the incredible reality of 
the Incarnation, we can certainly believe in the Real Presence of Jesus in the Eucharist. God coming to 
us in elements he created is an extension of the awesome mystery of the Incarnation.

It comes from the Latin term 
tempus per annum, which means "time through the 
year." Ordinary time comprises two periods—one 
following Epiphany, the other following Pentecost— 
which do not fall under the seasons of Advent, 
Christmas, Lent, or Easter. The term ordinary does 
not mean common or plain, but is derived from the 
term ordinal, or "numbered," as each week in 
ordinary time is numbered.
